The Widow of a Confederate General to be 
Buried in the New York Potter's Field. 

New YorK, November 30.—Mrs, Margaret 
Jerome, the widow of General Jerome, the dar- 
ing confederate oflicer, died tha iving eve, 
and on the next day her body was taken to the 
morgue, Where it still was tonight, with the 
probability that tomorrow it would be buried 
in Potter’s field. Mrs. Jerome was seventy 
years old, and the last few years of her life 
were spent in the direst poverty. She died on 
the top floor of the tenement house No, 114 
Goerck street. She was a sphinx to her poor 
neighbors, who recognized her as a woman of 
refinement who was starving to death from 
unwillingness to receive charity. She died 
unattended, An examination of the room 
showed that almost everything in the way of 
food had been exhausted. There were a few 
easpoonfuls of sugar, a thimbleful or so of tea, 
but that wasall. Not acent could be found in 
the room. The little stove was cold, and had 
been so much longer than the body of its owner. 
The trumk was unlocked, and the girls and 
women who steod by opened wide their eyes at 
ifatreasures. There was a silk dress anda 
handsome shawl and other good clothes not 
often seen in Goerck street. But all were old- 
fashioned, made in the style of thirty and forty 
years ago, and undoubtedly each article was 
worth far more than its money value in the 
eves of the old lady.

FIRES IN ALBANY. 


A TOWN IN THE HANDS OF INCGEN- 
DIARIES. 


Five Fires Break Out Within a Few Hours- The Bo- 
lief General that They Were the Results of In- 
cendisriem—-Great Excitement Prevails— 

Fun in Store for the Ineendiaries, 


ALBANY. Ga., November 30,—[Special.]— Yes- 
terday was a red letter day for Albany. Dur- 
ing the day and night five fires have occurred, 
and though no very serious losses have resulted, 
still all the citizens feel that the incendiary is 
in our midst. The first fire was accidental, but 
it is generally believed that the others were the 
work of the incendiary. In the afternoon the 
kitchen in the jail house yard caught fire, but 
was extinguished before the alarm was given. 
The damage was slight. 

At night, however, at half past six o'clock, 
the alarm was sounded and it was found that a 
brick house, used for storing purposes,’ just in 
the rear of the Artesian hotel, was in flames, 
The building contained corn and fodder belong- 
ing to Lewis Bros. The efficiency of the fire 
department alone prevented what might have 
been a seriots conflagration, as the burning 
building was in close proximity to both the 
Artesian house and the cotton warehouse of 
Muse & Brown, 

The engines had barely returned to their re- 
spective houses when the alarm was re-sounded, 
and this time the fire was ascertained to be in 
a different part of the city. It was the house 
belonging to Mr. J. V. Smith (but which has 
lately been yninhabited,) and being at some 
distance the flames had made considerable head- 
way when the engines arrived on the scene, 
With their tisual efficiency the firemen con- 
quered the flames, thereby saving the house 
from destruction, though it was considerably 
damaged. : 

While this latter fire was burning the skating 
rink anda stable in the vicinity were also 
found to be on fire, but as each of these were 
diecovered while the fire was in its incipiency, 
they were extinguished with little damage and 
without the assistance of the fire department. 

With the exception Mr. Smith’s house, which 
was considerably damaged, the losses will be 
incensiderable. Nevertheless, the people are 
somewhat aroused, and if the perpetrators of 
these nefarious attempts can be detected they 
will be speedily brought to justice.

He Says He is Confident He Will be Elected President 


~He Talks Out in Meeting About the Manage~- 
ment of the Road-Slaughtering the 
Stockholders- Other Railroad News

General Alewander, who ix a candidate for 
the presidency of the Central road, reached At 
lantea yesterday aid took rooms at the Kimball 
house, A* representative of THK CONSTITUTION 
called upon him at his hotel and asked if he would 
not give the public something about his race. Gen- 
eral Alexander was disinclined to talk, but finally 


said: 

“T have heretofore declined to be interviewed, 
preferring to make my canvass with Central rail- 
road stockholders rather than with the public in 
general; but a published interview with Captain 
Raoul by a reporter of the New York World, which 
[have read in Tue Constitution this morning, 
seers to call for some notice on my part. 

“He states that no issue of managementor policy 
is involved, but that the whole question is whether 
ihe management shall be a New York management 
or a Georgia management, — ' 

‘It isa very cool assumption upon his part to ex- 
clusively represent a Georgia management and the 
smal} stockholders, when he notoriously owes his 
position to 6,250 New York votes yurchased by him 
at the last contest for $42,500. and my family 
connections are at least as much Georgians as he, 
and we have been, too, large Central railroad 
stockholders for forty years. His statement is but 
ene of many which have been put in the papers 
recently, seeking te identify me with foreign cities 
or corporations. I have no interest in any of them, 

‘It has been stated thatI was one of the party 
who recently bought the Richmond and. Danville 
for the West Point Terminal. I had no connection 
with it whatever—was vot in New York when it 
was dove, and only heard of it afterward through 
the papers.” 

“It is said that you are ranning in some ontside 
interest, what aboutthis?” 

“The sole and only interest In which I am run 
ning is that of the Central railroad stock holder, 
whether he lives in Georgia, New York or Califor- 
via. The real issue is whether Central railroad 
stoekholders will longer submit to be slaughtered. 
Thev have been slaughtered by suppression of in- 
formation concerning the value of the stock and 
colnetimes even by active efforts to depress it in the 
market. 

“Tam informed, as a single instance, that this 
summer when my friends began to organize to 
make the race and the stock consequently beran to 
rise from seventy, its price at the time, one of the 
most prominent and active of Mr. Raoul’s directors 
personally visited banks in Say anuah and urged 
them not to lend money ov it above seventy Live, 
saving it had nomore real value. I know person 
ally of private letters within the year from oie in 
pesition to know the secrets of the company, and 
the private views of the president and board, ad- 
vising a stockholder to sell “if stock ever saw 
eighty again.” 

‘Secrecy as to the real value of the stock has been 
the thing that slaughtered the stockholders and 
kept their property down far below its real value 
MI of eost them millions of dollars. 

“It was the policy of Mr.Wadley,and has been in 
tensified by the present management. The annual! 
reports for three years have not told what property 
the company owns, nor what it has cost, nor what 
itis worth. They have suppressed everything good 
about the pr but made the most 
of everything The monthly earnings 
that were published - before have also 
been suppressed. Whatever the motive. the 
result is that the directors and their friends know 
when to buy or sell, but stockholders do not. 

“The list of stockholders that was published by all 
former managements has also been suppressed. 
The result is that dissatisfied stockholders cannot 
find each other, and the whole body of them are 
helpless to exercise any control over the manage- 
ment whatever. 

“Advantage, too, has been taken of this exclusive 
knowledge of the names aud addresses of stock- 
holders to ask their proxies by acircular calculated 
io «create the impression that there was no 
contest, If l am defeated it will be by the efforts 
of this circular, for my stockholders, especially 
ladies and persons not familiar with business af- 
fairs, consider the giving of a proxy something like 
a personal promise, and hesitate togivea later one, 
making it more a matter of sentiment than of busi 
Less, 

“Some of my earnest friends have given their 
proxies to Captain Raoul under that impression. 

“Ny friends made a formal demand for the list a 
week avo, and under threat of legal proceedings 
will probably eventually get it, but meanwhile all 
the delay possible has been put upon them, wheu 
delay is practically refusal.”’ 

“It bas been reported that you are interested in 
ome plan for issuing a new series of securities on 
the road?’ ; 

‘There is not a word of truth in the charge. 1! 
have no interest and no alliance that ponsemenants 
any such thing. My sole purpose, if I am elected 
president, is to run the Central road in the interest 
of its stockholders. and to let the stockhold- 
ers know just exactly what the road i 
doing every month, so that they wil 
know precisely whattheir stockisworth. It wouttd 
be my aim to build up the stock rather than bear 
t. I should certainly let the stockholders have all 
ithe information myselfand the directors had, I 
believe that a railroad’s prosperity depends on the 
prosperity of the whole country through which it 
runs and all the cities on whose business it de- 
pends, A road that is run to break down the towns 
und cities in its territory had better be torn up. It 
shonld aim to make all prosper alike.’’ 

“What about your management of the road while 
you had it?” 

“J prefer to let the record speak tor that. IF was 
lu charge only a few months. Thestock waseighty 
five when I took hold. It rose steadily to one hun- 
dredand eleven, and began to drop when Mr. 
Raoul’s candidacy was announced. Instead of ad 
vancing it went down. From that point it dropped 
steadily until it fellto sixty-five or sixty-six. It

The, dimensions 
to which our weekly and monthly tables of earn- 
ings have risen, is evidence that managers nearly 
evetywhere have begun to recognize the publie de- 
mand for enrrent returns of earnings, ete. We can 
not be certain, of course, whether Géneral Alexat- 
der would inaugurate a change in this respect, but 
he an able man of liberal views, and, besides, the 
report for 1882, prepared by him at very short no- 
tice (he having succeeded to the presidency at the 
end of the fiscal yearon the death of William M. 
Wadley), gave more and fuller information with 
regard to the status of the system, its leases, liabill- 
ties on behalf of branch and connecting roads, 
etc., etc., than has been given in any report since,

Richardson Inaugurated 


Yesterday. 

COLUMBIA, S. C., November 30.—/Spechal. } 
The inanguration of Governor Joim Ie cr Richard- 
son and Lieutenant Goyernor William L. Maudlin 
occurred today at 1 o’clock, in the opera house, ip 
the presence of a vast assemblage.

“Is the work progressing rapidly in the south?’’

THE DESPERATE ATLANTA BURG- 
LARS GOING TO THE PEN, 


John Rutherford, Roberts and Pennell Taken On: ° 
Jailand Started for Rising Fawn Camp-They 
Manage to Loosen Themeelves from the 
Chain to Which They are Fastened, 


Kutherford, Roberts and Fennell, three of the 
most daring, desperate burglars that ever wore 
the stripes and chains, will slecp in the peni- 
tentiary camp at Rising Fawn tonight, 

They started for the camp last night. 

About ten days ago the three negroes made a 
desperate and almost successful attempt to 
break gut. They were confined in the same 
celland about midnight managed to make 
their way through the door into the hallway 
and were about to begin work on a hall win- 
dow when they were discovered. The discoy- 
ery was due toa prisoner who was awake and 
gave the trio away. The jailer in charge at 
the time of the discovery was made. had his 
hand tull .when he attempted to put 
the men back into the cell, 
They declined to return and showed fight to 
such an extent that assistance was necessary. 
The jailer quickly decided to take no more 
chances with the three men and ironed them 
heavily. They were also chained to the floor. 
end in this way were thought to be safely se- 
cured, The jailer, as a precaution, vis- 
ited the cell quite frequently, and al- 
ways found the three men _ congregated 
about the ring in the center of the cell floor to 
which their chains were attached. Yesterday 
afternoon the men were notified that they 
would be taken out at midnight and equipped 
with excursion tickets—in the hands of a 
guard—to the penitentiary. They became 
quite nosy and awoke the jail by 
their loud = yells, Roberts and Ruther- 
ford announced that they would — give 
some one a little amusement before they left 
the jail, but no attention was paid to the re- 
mark. The jailer, however, knowing the 
desperate character of the men, jechied to ex- 
erci-e every precaution, and when Mr. Turner 
the penitentiary guard, called at the jail at 
eleven o'clock last night for the prisoners, he 
was made acquainted with their threat. Mr. 
Turner has handled enough convicts to be 
cautious and careful, and when he went to the 
cell door he was prepared for anything that 
wight occur, The jailer opened the door, and 
with key in hand, stepped into the cell to 
release the prisoners from the ring. As he 
flashed his light into the cell he found the 
three prisoners occupying three separate 
corners of the cell and their = chains 
loose from the ring. The jailer could not un- 
derstand the situation, but in a short time the 
men informed him that they were not bound 
together--something he already knew. Mr. 
Turner called Rutherford out first, and after 
removing the chains, placed others upon him. 
The other prisoners were soon _ treat- 
ed in the same way, and 
then with achain joining them all together 
Mr. Turner started to the union passenger de- 
pot with them. The men gave Mr. Turner no 
trouble on the way to the depot and were place 
inthe car. Just before the train pulled out a 
CONSTITUTION reporter entered the car, and 
approaching the trio asked: 

“Rutherford, you look lke you were gone 
up now?” 

“Well, I may look like it: but I ain’t done 
for, by a jug full, I can tell you.” 

“Think not?” 

“I know it. J ain't going to stay in no chain- 
gang no ten years, and you can bet on that. VU 
nianauge to pet away.” 

“How did you get off that chai at the jail ?”’ 

“Gh, we managed thai easily. Why, we were 
chained dewn about midnight, and dark the 
next-night we were all loose from the ring.” 

“How?” 

“We cut the chain and got loose.’’ 

“Why did not they find it out?” 

“Oh, we were sharp tor them. Thoin 
jailers may be sharp enough to keep newspaper 
men from finding eut that prisoners altemnt to 
get away from the jail, but they 
enouch to ke ep us frem irving to get away. 
Why. we cnt that chain, and then when we 
heard anyone coming we just hooked ourselves 
on again and the jailers looked at us and 
thought we were all right. If they had have 
given us a little more time we'd have got out 
But good by; I’) be baek soon.”
